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2. Mr. Collins, of the staff of the Senate Judiciary Committee, called 
to invite CIA to have a representative present at a meeting on 3 February 
to discuss revisions in S,2308, a bill to authorize and direct the investiga- 
tion by the Attorney General of certain offenses. Mr. Collins said in his 
opinion the CIA statutes protected the Agency, but that nevertheless he 5X4 


thought it might be advisable for us to sit in. Mr. Houston and I plan to 
discuss this matter with the DCI prior to going to the meeting. 


4, Mr. Houston and I talked with Adm. Overesch, SR/NAC, regard- 
ing legal and legislative problems in that area. Adm. Overesch briefed 
and talked with Senators Knowland and Smith and the Vice President, but 
did not see Cong. Judd as the latter did not ask for him. He will keep us 
informed of all Congressional contacts which he may have in the future. 
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
